It is really nice to see mention about real electromechanical BA's 
again in this forum and that the time and effort to put SAQ back 


on the air again are available. 


Some more information about the Alexanderson system in Grimeton may interest 
the BA community; 


The alternator has an output power of 200 kW, and were originally 

installed as a pair, which could be run in parallel on demand. Unfortunately, 
one was scrapped in the mid 60's. Only the low price obtained on the scrap 
market saved the remaining one from the same fate... 


The multiple-tuned antenna was erected on a farm land estate with the 
dimensions of 600 x 3000 m,and uses almost 500 km of copper wire in 
its buried ground radial system. 


Interesting enough, an early application of AFC based on a slope discriminator 

is part of the system to keep the frequency (or wavelength) constant.This control 
system 

is very illustrative of electromechanical control principles using a chain of 
sensors and actuators 

ranging from small telegraph relays to the huge liquid rheostats used for coarse 
motor speed control. 


The control system is built on phenolic panels in an iron framework, with a framed 
blueprint of 

the complete circuit diagram on the back of the protective cage (to quote the 
station manager: 

"An example of the diminishing number of cases where the actual equipment is 
larger than the 

documentation"). 


The alternator system was the primary radiotelegraph link from Sweden to USA up to 
WwW2, when HF transmitters first were installed. The first HF transmitter (a 
Telefunken 0,5 kW) 

was installed in 1938, and became an instant success (HF conditions were pretty 
good at the time). 

and was followed by a 1 kW Collins 202B the same year. 


It was soon found that proper frequency selection made the HF system outperform 
the 

alternator by many times due to the higher keying speeds attainable, and a very 
large portions 

of the outgoing traffic was diverted to HF, making the alternators the choice only 
when HF 

conditions were rough. 


The miniscule power consumption of the HF transmitters as compared to the 
alternators 

made the power bill of the station drop to the point of raising the suspicions of 
the power utility 

company,which one day in early 1940 sent inspectors to the site, to look for 
manipulation of the energy meters. 


Over the years, the Grimeton site has been a transmitting site for point-to-point 


and 
mobile HF services,and today voice and data air-ground and data maritime 
HF services are using the site, with a mixture of BA and non-BA equipment. 


Nearly all equipment that has been used over the years is preserved, mostly in 
working order, 

and the evolution of HF transmitting equipment over the decades can readily be 
studied. 


There exists a VHS video tape feature about history of the station,also showing in 
detail start-up and 

operation of the alternator, which could, at least a year ago, be purchased for 
about USD 60 

in either NTSC or PAL formats with English narration.

It is very satisfactory that the state and municipal cultural authorities, after 
nearly two decades of 

intensive persuasion from the site owners,have made up their minds and declared 
the 

site as an historical landmark and also started to contribute to the 

costs of keeping the buildings and antenna system intact.

Years ago, Tektronics suggested cleaning their tube type scopes ina 
disk washer type machine. If I remember they even sold some soap for 
the operation. At the time I worked for Honeywell and with our Cal lab 
supervisor got the procedure from the Tek support guy who indicated it 
worked great. I remember we asked him if they every had a power 
transformer get water logged and short out. He said, every once ina 
while, but "don't worry about it". 


So, we tried a scope. And - you guess it - The power transformer 
shorted out. <Grin> But, over the years several units were "cleaned" 
by this method with no real problem. Those old tube type Tek scopes 
with their very high impedance tube circuity and ceramic terminal posts 
really didn't like getting dirty and grimy inside. It made a difference 
in performance. 


Can't say much about other gear and don't really know if it would work 
for them as the Teks were a very unique high quality construction that 
could take it. Not so sure of some other BA types

Not radical at all. I've done it many times. What I've done 

is put the apparatus in the dishwasher, put in some granulated 
soap (like Electrosol (no advertisement/endorsement)) and let it 
run the cycle. The key is granulated soap, not liquid. 


Once the washer has completed its work, let the rig dry or 
make it dry, that is, on a shelf someplace for two days 

or you can "bake" it. To bake it, turn the oven up to about 
140 degs F (probably as low as they go) and let the rig sit 
in their for 1.5 to 2 hours. Then sit it on the counter for 
a day.

The -2A has positions for these crystals in the frequency range you 


wanted in the "A" band position, which is good from 3.5 to 5.0 

mHz...in the regular KWM-2, you have 3 200 kc ranges that are stock, 3.4, 
3.6 and 3.8 mHz, and you could substitute your MARS crystals for 
sections of 80m that you don't frequent....the ham band crystals on 

the -2 are on the top of the chassis, not underneath like the -2A, 

so, Swapping crystals wouldn't be too big of a deal. You may want to 
investigate alignment of the radio at the higher ranges if that's 

where you find yourself doing the most operation...but, it may be 

just fine as it is...

If you need KWM-2-A functionality (extra xtals), then hold out 
for an -A. Cnverting a non-A requires parts and a panle overlay 
that i£ found today, would be worth more than the rig to a 


collector, I suspect. Or buy a non-A, get used to it, 
then grab first decetnly priced -A and sell the non-A. 
(I had that chance and blew it, but another may come along...) 


As was recently mentioned, the Collins does associate xtal switch 
positions with the internal bandswitch, meaning that 75m MARS xtals 
have to be used in one of the 75m positions. On a non-A you can 
sacrifice 20m CW 14.0-1.42 to get WARC 18.0-18.2, etc.

I gave $600 earlier this year for just the setup you describe, 
except, the mike was an Electro-Voice 676 (better than the Turner 
mikes used by Collins, but, I guess not as valuable to collectors, 
big deal!), and there was a Heil mike setup in the deal, too.... 


All the pieces were in GREAT shape, except for the fact that the 

516F2 had two holes drilled in the grille...oh well, it sits below the 
desk anyhow....the -2 is a round emblem, the 312B5 is a winged 

emblem. . 


I also picked up a 30L1, RE, earlier this year, too, for $325.... 


Good deals still can be had....all parties involved in the previous 
deals were happy, especially me, and that's what counts....

Since this $1200 radio has no CW selectivity, nor notch reject filter 
(something COllins was very good at on the 75A4 and hopefully 

on the 75S line), an outboard QX makes sense if you're working CW 

or doing SSB near an AM station (3885 KC or 40m). 


There's also a socket for outboard noise blanker. I think COllins 
actually made that module, but since my pocket Collins guide is currently 
"unavailable" (ie, lost in my house somewhere) I can only 

say I don't recall seeing any QX module. 


I think the omission of CW peak and heterodyne notch was Collins' attempt 
to simplify the rig and reduce knobs for a xmobilex operator to 

twiddle on a bumpy road. I have 3 other xcvers and they dont have 

either feature either. Or the xxCollins*x* price....73, mike k aa9rg

Assuming your antenna and receivers have 50 ohm impedance 

two way splitter (50 ohm in/out) can be used. 

Each receiver will see about 3.5 dB additional losses which offset 
receiver sensitivity by the same factor of 3.5 dB. 

Outputs of splitters usually have 20 db or better port to port isolation. 


Connecting two reseivers inputs together is possible (indirectly) if they have 
high 

antenna input impedance (some receivers have 300 ohm inputs). 

Then (3:1) impedance transformers (balloons) can be used transforming each 
receiver imput impedance to 100 ohm. This also assumes 50 ohm antenna impedance. 
In this scenario you still have losses (transformer losses) in Rx input about 1 to 
2 db.

I started a similar thread about two months ago. Here is what I learned: 


1) With BA receivers, you can connect more than one radio to an antenna 
just by connecting them up with simple BNC "T" fittings, or just running 
wires to them. This worked very well when I hooked up the HQ-150, 
HQ-140-XA, and the SP-600 all up to my magnet wire kludge antenna. 

(it worked really really well for the HQ-140 and HQ-150 as they have 
individual antenna trimmers to compensate for wacky impredance, some 
BA's care but most of the ones in my shack really don't care) The only 
problem was that each radio would hear noise at the freq the other was 
tuned at plus the IF. Or was that minus the IF? Anywho, not much of a 
problem. Now, when I added the evvvvuuul solid state Racal up to the 
chain, the BA's began hearing all the crud from the display and computer 
electronics in the Racal. Blah! Not good, as I like to chase DX with 
the BA's and verify freq's with the Racal. (of course I haven't had time 
to do this in about a million years!) 


2) Picked up an antenna multicoupler from a fellow list member. Now 
this solves the problem! One antenna input, 8 outputs. This keeps the 
Racal from "polluting" the other receivers. It adds a tiny bit of gain, 
and the Racal works much better as it is now seeing a proper input 
impedance I do beleive. I think the BA's work slightly better without 
the multicoupler, but I think the difference may be too slight for me to 
tell really accurately. 


3) You may need to change the hookup order around for best results. 
Sometimes the first radio in the "daisy chain" pollutes the signal for 
the rest of them. 


4) Some radios hate each other. My Drake 2-B and the HQ-140-XA don't 
like each other. Both work crummy when connected together, but the Drake 
doesn't mind the HQ-150 which is basically an updated HQ-140-XA. Odd. 
But no problems with the multicoupler now!

Gang, 


Hooking two receivers to the same antenna without a transmitter is easy. 
Use a two position coax switch with the antenna to the common. 


MFJ also made a switch for up to 6 rigs and amplifiers...don't remember the 
number. 


If using this with a transmitter...now you get more complex. Each receiver 
has a different way to mute usually so you must not only switch the antenna 
from each receiver, but you must switch the mute. I asked Martin Jue (MFI) 


about this with his switch (above) and he said golly thats a good 
point...which means his doesn't do it!. 


Using two radios (they mean transcievers) has become very common in ham 
radio contesting. 

Bill Fisher KM9P is an expert at this and has a fine article (especially 
look at his audio switch) on 

his Contesting on Line web page. The KA9FOX web page also gets to 
Contesting On Line.

BA Buddies, 


In a previous post, I mentioned the availability of plating kits 
from Texas Platers' Supply and made a few general comments regarding 
using the materials. Here are some additional comments based on my 
personal experience: 


a) In preparing items for plating, it is important to remember that 
the "shininess" of the finish after plating is directly related to the 
"shininess" of the item xbeforex plating. In other words, 
electroplating does xNOT* "fill in" little flaws in the surface and 
make it all look nice and smooth, it xfollowsx the surface contours. 
So if you have a satiny, scratchy-looking brass surface you will have 
a satiny, scratchy-looking nickel surface after plating (with a 
satiny, scratchy-looking copper surface in between). 


b) The worst enemy of a homogeneous plating job is foreign material 
on the metal being plated, and in my experience the biggest culprit is 


*xFINGER OILS*! No matter how many times you wash your hands, you 
still can't avoid it if you handle the pieces before plating. 


c) Failure to rinse plated pieces *xIMMEDIATELY*x after plating is a 
definite no-no. The chemical residue will &«#! up the finish in 
minutes, and you'll have to start all over. 


With the above three comments in mind, here's a procedure I've 
used for plating which seems to work pretty well: 


1. If at all possible, invest in a buffing wheel and use it for the 
final polishing. If you must do it by hand without a buffing wheel 
(which costs less than $10, BTW) use #400 & #600 emory paper, 0000 

steel wool and crocus cloth to polish the pieces as well as you can. 


2. Clean off the piece(s) with isopropyl alcohol, using Q-tips and/or 
clean cloth to remove all residue, etc., from the entire piece 
including all the nooks, crannies, screw holes, etc. 


3. Put the piece(s) in a stainless-steel saucepan, fully submersed in 
clean water (distilled is best, but not vital unless your water has a 
*LOT* of trash in it), and boil them for 10 minutes - and I do mean 
*xBOIL*. 


4. Put on rubber surgical gloves. You can buy a whole box of them at 
any drugstore for a few dollars, and they're great for protecting your 
hands while paint-stripping or de-rusting, not to mention keeping 
finger oil off of items to be plated, and you just throw them away 
when you're finished. 


5. Pour the pieces out into an ordinary wire kitchen strainer and 
allow them to cool. When cool, dump them into a clean paper towel and 
dry them thoroughly (whilst wearing the gloves, remember?) and then 
transport them to the plating bench. DO NOT TOUCH THEM UNLESS YOU'RE 
WEARING THE GLOVES! 


6. Place a container of clean water (I use a large, cleaned-out coffee 
can) at your plating bench; also ensure that you have several clean 
drying rags handy (old T-shirts or pieces of turkish towel work 
nicely). 


7. Commence plating. As you finish each piece, rinse it thoroughly in 
the clean water container, dry it off, and set it aside on a clean 
paper towel. Dry your gloved hands carefully and move on to the next 
piece. 


The process is slow, but it seems to work nicely. For the 
record, I use 3.5 vdce from a small, short-circuit proof adjustable DC 


supply.

Greetings, 


I got my "project" radio, KWM-2A, from Belton fired up last night. Before 
applying power I noticed someone had previously "let the smoke out" of the 
filament pins on the power connector (i.e., burn marks around the filament 
pins). Cautiously applying 12V filament power first, a problem was 


immediately apparent, some tubes lit brilliantly, others not at all. Out 
came the tube tester which revealed 3 tubes with open filaments and 1 tube 
with an internal short, a 6146, 2 6EA8's and a 12AT7 were all available from 
ready storage. That solved the filament problems. 


Next, I applied high voltages and found the receiver to be working (after 
applying a little contact cleaner to the relay contacts). Yep, that 
mechanical filter works well. And the PTO works just fine, too. The 
receiver suffers from moderate deafness, though. Signals bleeding through 
at the Intermediate Frequency were as strong as signals on the 75 and 40 
meter bands. The strongest signals kicked up the s-meter only slightly. 
Interestingly, the calibrator signal moves the s-meter past half-scale, 
about what I'd expect from a fully working receiver. Also noticed that none 
of the trim caps around the ganged slug tuned inductors seemed to affect the 
signal strength, even though the preselector peaked rather sharply. I 
suppose that means my KWM-2A's loaded with those "bad" caps, which I've 
heard are the bane of Collins collectors. Is replacement required? Is 
there a way to repair those things? Am I missing something here? I suspect 
that tweaking up the receiver will cure its ills. (If only the tweaking 
capacitors were tweakable! ) 


I'm working kinda blind here, as I won't have a KWM-2A manual until this 
weekend. Any and all advice appreciated from folks who've been there, seen 
these kinds of problems before.

Hi Bill, 


I've rehabbed a couple of KWM2s lately and can offer the following 
suggestions. The spurious peaking of IF signals in the 75 meter band is 
normal; the preselector peak for "real" signals is very near the spurious 
peak. However, if the alignment isn't right, you'll get intermixing of the 
IF spurious signals and the desired signals. It sounds like you need a 


realignment of your radio. Don't despair, however, because alignment is 
very straightforward (and also rather fun.). 


Before attempting alignment, however, you need to clean the ceramic trimmer 
caps. No need to replace them. Instead, just take a small screwdriver and 
--from the underside of the chassis -- slide the spring retaining clip out 
of the detent in the trimmer shaft. Don't unsolder any wires; just move the 
clip out of the way. You can then lift the moveable part of the trimmer cap 
away from its housing. It only takes a few seconds to get one apart. Then, 
once the pieces are apart, take some 99% isopropyl alcholol and a Q-tip and 
scrub the mating surfaces of the trimmer. You'll see considerable 
discoloration on the ceramic from the tin plating, and your goal is to 
scrub it until the ceramic is white (or nearly so). Once clean, then 
reassemble the capacitor and slide the spring clip back into place. It 
takes about 2-3 minutes to disassemble, clean, and reassemble one 
capacitor, so it isn't a big job to do the whole radio. (By the way, you'll 
need to remove the three metal cans covering the bandswitch wafers in order 
to get access to the trimmer caps. This is done by loosening the shaft 
coupler screws at the head of the bandswitch, and sliding the shaft out of 
a hole in the rear of the chassis. Sounds harder than it is. While you've 
got the cans off the bandswitch, take the opportunity to clean the switch 
contacts as well. NOTE: If it occurs to you that you could save yourself 
future grief by slotting the metal cans, so they will clear the bandswitch 
shaft, you are mistaken. Slotting the cans will cause the rig to oscillate 
in the 75 and 40 meter bands, and will cause you no end of distress. Trust 
me. I found out the hard way.) 


By the way, don't bother to mark the settings of the trimmer caps. When 
you reassemble them, just set them at the location shown in the manual and 
go through the alignment from scratch, following the directions. The 
KWM2/2A falls into alignment very easily. You'll be amazed at how well it 
will work when you're done.

>First off, I bought a Radio Shack Audio/Video 3-Way Distribution Amplifier 


>(Catalog #15-1103). This ought to raise eyebrows just as soon as you check 
>the catalog to see what this is. Let me explain....

>This gadget is *not* an RF amplifier, or at least it isn't intended as such. 
>It is a three channel amplifier for distribution of two audio channels and 
>one video channel. What made the goofy idea of using this seem almost 
>plausible was the spec on the back that said the unit was good from 10Hz to 
>10Mhz. It turned out to be a lot better than that. 

> 

>I swept the video channel and found that it would operate well beyond 30MHz. 
>For grins, I also swept the two audio channels and found that they, too, 
>will operate beyond 30MHz!!! 

> 

>You see where this is heading, don't you? 

> 

>Once I discovered the wide frequency range of this distribution amplifier, I 
>hooked it up to drive three of my receivers simultaneously, an SX-100, a 2B, 
>and an R4B. Previously this combination was completely unworkable; I could 
>hook either the 2B or the R4B to the antenna bus, but not both 
>simultaneously. 

> 

>All three receivers performed perfectly. 

> 

>When I get a Round Tuit, I'll reconfigure the distribution amplifier to 
>drive even more receivers. What I'll do is use two of the video channel 
>outputs to drive each of the audio channel inputs. Then I'll take the audio 
>channel outputs (of which there will be a total of 6) to each of the 
>receivers in the radio room. 

> 

> So that's the long version of an improbable answer to a simple question. I 
>wouldn't have believed this would work if I hadn't looked at the frequency 
>response of this amplifier myself and hadn't heard the results with my own 
>ears. Give it a try and see for yourself.

Here is a very sucessful technique I used to refinish my SP-600 JX-14. 


1. Strip the finish with BIX paint remover. Bix is MEK, MeOH, and tolulene, 
it softens almost any paint and cost about 4 bucks a pint at Walmart. Put 
it on thick, it takes about half an hour, and the paint will come off with 
a spatula or rag. I manually wire brushed the paint out of the lettering. 


2. I cleaned, scrubbed and degreased with alcohol and applied one coat of 
krylon primer and two 

coats of Krylon Dove Gray. I picked dove gray as it matches most of the 
newer Hammarlund stuff 

even though the SP600 was originally a little darker. Let dry over night. 


3. Refil lettering. I used a water soluble satin white epoxy from Red 
Devil. Apply to lettering with a 

small brush, dont worry about getting some paint outside the etched 
letters. Let dry 10 

minutes and wipe off with a damp linnen rag. Its easier than you think, 
I repeated this process 

twice and it looks great. One more tip, the long straight lines are the 
hardest to do, be careful to 

only wipe perpendicular to the lines or you will wipe the semi-dry 


paint right out.

Gang: 


After several days of replacing bypass disk ceramic caps and totally 
rebuilding the 2nd IF converter (V3 - 6BE6) and pre-aligning the coils 
on T-7 and T-21 (1st IF can and 2075 KC can) we have SUCCESS! 


The receiver LIVES! 


The tuning was so far out on each IF stage that we had to inject first 
455 KC then 2075 KC into the proper stages to get anything out of the 
receiver at all. At the end of the IF alignment, the HP-606C was cranked 
down to -88 dBm and we could still hear the 455 KC signal!. -95 dBm was 
the lowest we could go with the 2075 KC signal. The receiver was no 
longer deaf. 


Next came the RF alignment. Bands 1 and 2 (BC band and 1.8 - 4 MC) went 
well. However, Band 3 (5 - 14 MC) was a real pain. The LO cap adjustment 
for 12 MC was extremely touchy. It took over 30 minutes to align the band 
end-to-end for linearity (moving between 5.2 and 12 MC and adjusting the 
LO). 


Final tweaks will be put on Band 3 tomorrow and the rest of the alignment 
will be completed. Then we'll burn the rig in for a few days and pull a 


final alignment to fully optimize the receiver by mid-week next week. 


Initial RF sensitivity tests on MDS show the SX-71 in the -115 dBm 
range....not great, but within specs published by Hallicrafters. 


The bottom line on this little beastie....persistence and tenacity.

Several replies to my comment about a Testors paint that is available 
at many hobby shops that matches the S-Line face oaint has prompted 
me to give this info out to all the folks on the BA group.... 


I have found that the Testors "Model Master" series has a colo, Navy 
Gloss Gray, stock number FS 16981, is a very, very close match to the 
original paint that was used on the faces of these rigs.... 


Of course, you should stir the paint very, very well, quite fun in 
the 1/2 oz. bottle, thin with a proper thinner by about half, and 

apply in very thin coats that you allow to flash off for at leasts 
half an hour or so.... 


I have used this on the face of a Rockwell -2A that was a former MARS 
rig that was a bit, well, grody with scratches and oxidation on 
several points where the paint had been rubbed off....it looks darn 
nice now....I think that when I get restarted on the rig, that after 
all the touching up is done that I'll mist a light coat of clear 
semi-gloss over the entire front (minus knobs, escutcheons, meter, 
you know) to equalize the lustre on the front and even things out a 
bit more...

I have used a novel way of removing stale tobacco smoke using ozone 
produced by an arc. Ozone reacts with the hydrocarbon smoke particles to 
produce carbon dioxide and water vapor which is released into the air. 
The way I produce ozone is to use an old neon sign trasformer to set up 
an arc between two electrodes. What I did to clean up some old radios 
was to place the radios in a small room with the ozone generator. I 
ran an extension cord under the door. I then closed the door and sealed 


it with tape. I plugged in the extension cord to start the arc/spark and 
let it run for 30 minutes. I then unplugged the cord to stop the arc and 
let the ozone dissipate for 6 hours. When I opened the door, I found all 
of the radios smoke free and smell free. 


Possible hazards of this treatment include (1) damage of the rubber by 
the ozone, (2) catching the room on fire from the arc, (3) shocks 
from the high voltage transformer and (4) harming your health by 
breathing ozone.
